UNSUCCESSFUL CANDIDACIES OF PERMANENT SC MEMBERS - 

BECAUSE WEO GROUP WAS UNABLE TO AGREE ON A SLATE OF 
CANDIDATES FOR ELECTION TO THE HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION, 

IT PRESENTED CANDIDACIES OF AUSTRIA, FRANCE AND SWEDEN 
FOR TWO SLOTS AVAILABLE. IN THE RESULTING ECOSOC BALLOTING, 
AUSTRIA AND SWEDEN WERE ELECTED, AND FRANCE DENIED 
POSITION IT HAD SOUGHT (PERMANENT SC MEMBERS TRADITIONALLY 
ELECTED BY GENTLEMEN'S AGREEMENT). THE FRENCH ARE PARTICULARLY 
UPSET AND ARE FURIOUS WITH AUSTRIANS, WHOM THEY CLAIM 
WAGED ESPECIALLY DIRTY CAMPAIGN, WHICH INCLUDED SPREADING 
TALES ABOUT PRO-ISRAELI VIEWS OF FRENCH CANDIDATE 
AND REMARKS ABOUT IT BEING TIME TO END AUTOMATIC RIGHTS 
OF PERMANENT MEMBERS. ELECTION TO INTERNATIONAL NARCOTIC 
CONTROL BOARD IS SOMEWHAT DIFFERENT, SINCE TEHCNICALLY 
IT BASED ON PERSONAL EXPERTISE OF CANDIDATES. NEVERTHELESS, 
SOVIETS WERE INCENSED WHEN THEIR CANDIDATE FAILED ON 
FIRST BALLOT. SOVIET CANDIDATE WAS ELECTED ON SECOND BALLOT, 
HOWEVER, FRENCH ON THIRD ROUND, BUT UK CANDIDATE

NAMIBIAN DEATH SENTENCES - 

SYG'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT AHMED SENT AMB SCRANTON 
TEXT OF SYG'S CABLE TO SOUTH AFRICAN FOREIGN MINISTER 
EXPRESSING DEEP CONCERN AT LEARNING OF THE FOUR NAMIBIAN 
DEATH SENTENCES, APPEALING URGENTLY ON HUMANITARIAN GROUNDS 
FOR CLEMENCY TOWARD THE SENTENCED PERSONS, AND STATING

UN CIRCULATED (S/12074), AT MOZAMBIQUE'S REQUESTS, 

TEXT OF TELEGRAM FROM HORTA (FRETILIN) WHICH STATED THE 
VISIT OF THE SYG'S SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE "MUST TAKE 
PLACE URGENTLY" AND HE EXTENDED AN INVITATION TO HIM 
TO TRAVEL ON THE BOAT OF THE AUSTRALIAN TRADE UNIONS LEAVING 
AUSTRALIA FOR EAST TIMOR MAY 22. HORTA ALSO WROTE 
THAT REPORTED INDONESIAN THREAT TO SINK THE SHIP MUST 
BE TAKEN SERIOUSLY, AND HE APPEALED TO THE SYG TO USE
